Newman, now held in jail in 
Belleville, probably will not be 
brought here to repeat to a Cor- 
oner’s jury the confession which he 
made to the Post-Dispatch. and 
which he repeated last Saturday to 
a special grand jury at Nashville, 
causing the indictment of Charley 
Birser and four others for murder. 

Nor will Birger, now a prisoner 
in Springfield jail, be brought to 
Williamson County at this time. 
This county has been quiet for the 
last few months, and the county 
authorities mean to keep it so. In 
the present state of feeling here, 
Birger might need more protection 
than the authorities could give him. 

Inquest to Be Perfunctory. 

The inquest, to be held within a 
few days, will include only a per- 
functory recital of the facts con- 
cerning the finding of the body, 
and an open verdict will be re- 
turned, State’s Attorney Boswell of 
Williamson County, said today. 

The Williamson County grand 
jury will be convened here prob- 
ably within a few days, to return 
indictments for the murder of Mrs. 
Price. This could not be done until 
her body was found. The murder 
indictments voted at Nashville, 
Washington County,. were for the 
killing of Price, which occurred in 
that county. 

Mrs. Price’s funeral was at the

NEW YORK, “ne 14.—Less than 
four weeks ago Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, a curiously simple, silent 
young air mail pilot, left this vicin- 
ity at gloomy dawn, alone in his 
plane, “The Spirit of St. Louis,’ 
bound for Paris. Not more than 
2000 men and women saw him go. 

Yesterday he returned to a trib- 


Le Bourget and 
Croydon, with their hysterical, un- 
wieldy crowds; Paris with its 
boulevard throngs, and Washington 
with its glitter of formality, were 
all but obliterated by the greetings 
of New York. 

Certainly this city never has 
seen the counterpart of yesterday 

Nor was the parade, which 
passed mile after mile through air 
trick with confetti and torn paper, 
the most striking spectacle of the 
day. That remained, when the day 
was over, the journey up the bay 
from the Narrows, with the ruffled- 
haired Lindbergh on the bridge of 
the reception boat Macom, and be- 
hind, churning the dull green wa- 
ter, an armada such as it is given 
to few men to see. 

Armada of 158 Boats. 

Not battleships these, but a mot- 
ley gathering of peaceful craft; 
yet no gray battle fleet could have 
been more impressive. Tugs, ex- 
cursion boats, yachts, hydroplanes, 
fishihg launches, speed craft; 158 
of them in a broken, disordered 
procession; every one with a whis- 
tle or siren and every whistle and 
siren held down, until the air 
throbbed and the burr of airplane 
motors faded from the ears. Black 
smoke came thick from every fun- 
nel, until the bay was flung in 
sooty shadow and the vague shapes 
of the vessels took on a somber, al- 
most menacing appearance. 

Lindbergh was at the head of the 
procession, standing, nervous and 
for the only time during the day, 
obviously excited on the bridge of 
the Macom, the sun touching his 
blond hair, his strong fingers 
twisted about the guard rail. A 
faint smile parted his lips. It went, 
then came, then went again, as if 
he were doing his very best to look 
as if he were used to extraordinary 
goings on. 

Baggy Trousers, Soiled Hands. 

His small chin was unshaven. His 
blue woolen suit with a double 
pencil stripe was baggy at the 
knees. His semisoft collar was 
slightly soiled. His hands, large 
and heavy-boned like those of a 
man who works in the fields, were 
dirty from handling the controls of 
the plane which brought him here 
from Washington. His hair, cut 
close about the ears, was tousled 
on top. 

Never did man look less like the 
popular idea of a Colonel, less like 
a figure fresh from being deco- 
rated by the king of Great Britain, 
the king of the Belgians and by the 
Republic of France.

Thomas M. Pierce, vice president 
of the Terminal and chairman of

OF ‘THREE MEN IN A BOAT,’ DIES

June 14.—Jerome K. Jerome, noted 
British author, died at a local hos- 
pital today from cerebral hemor- 
rhage, 


Mr. Jerome, who was perhaps 


best known for his’ ‘‘Three Men in 
a Boat,” was stricken on June 1 
at Northampton while in a mo- 
tor tour and was placed in a hos- 
pital here. While his condition 
continued serious, recent reports 
were to the effect that he had 
been improving daily and news of 
his death came as a surprise. 


Mr- Jerome visited St. Louis in 
November, 1914, for a lecture be- 
fore the Contemporary Club. In 
1916 he was selected for service 
a8 an ambulance driver in France. 

The adventures of three men in 
one boat on a river holiday cruise 
in England endeared Jerome to the 
English-reading world at the be- 
ginning of the 90s, placing a clerk, 
who turned schoolmaster and then 
author, in the front rank of Eng- 
lish humorists. The Englishman, 
noted for a suave and whimsical 
felicity of style, was also identified 
with the stage and playwriting. 

The son of the Rev. Jerome 
Clapp Jerome, Jerome Klapka, Je- 
rome was born in Walsall, May 2, 
1859, and received his education in 
England. First a clerk, then a 
schoolmaster, Jerome Jater turned 
actor and finally journalist, becom- 
ing the editor of “The Idler” and 
“Today,” both English publications.
